Whereasfollowing World War II, Mr. Keppler returned to thdniversity of Wsconsin—Madison,
wherehe received his law degree in January of 1950; and

Whereashe began his government career aaldarman on the Sheboygan City Council from
1941to 1945 and 1952 to 1953, and then served as asgissantt attorney in 1953 and 1954 for
SheboygarCounty and as Sheboygan city—county civil defense director from 1956 to 1961; and

WhereasMr. Keppler was first elected to tNésconsin assembly in 1942 and served in the 1943
sessionand

Whereashe was subsequently elected to\fisconsin senate in 1960 and served until 1979; and

Whereasgduring his tenur@n the senate, MKeppler served as vice president of the senate during
the 1973 session, senate majority leader during the 1969 and 1971 sessions, and senate republican
caucuschairperson during the 1967 session; and

Whereasin 1979, Mr Keppler was elected circuit court judge for Sheboygan CpBraych 1,
andserved in that capacity for 6 years; and

Whereasatfter his retirement in 1985, Mfeppler served as a reserve judge Unsildeath; now
